BY-LAW NO 36s. 


A By-law to stop up a road between the Township 
of Tuscororain the County of Brant and the Township of 
Townsend in the County of Norfolk and to open and 
establish another road in lieu thereof. 


Whereas by By-Law No, 162 of the County of Nor- 
folk passed on the 23rd day of June A,D., 1870 a certain road 
was established passing through Block D, part of broken lot 
number 22 in the second concession of the Township of Town- 
send also a part of the Indian Reserve embracing a distance 
of eight chains and twenty five links from point A to point B 
as shown in the plan of survey for said road by O. Robinson, 
P.L.S. and which road is described in said By-Law as follows: 
Commencing at the easternmost angle of the said block D, 
thence south sixtv-seven degrees ten minutes west, three 
chains, more or less, to the easterly end of the mill dam; 
thence westward along the said mill-dam five chains more or 
less, to the west end thereof; thence north thirty degrees 
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twenty minutes west, one chain fifty links, more or less, to the 
Indian line; the said road to be forty feet wide, when not cov- 
ered with water, and where it lies along the top of said mill- 
dam the width is not to be less than sixteen feet, although 
such width of track might require a greater width than forty 
feet for the base of the embankment for the said dam, 


AND WHEREAS the said By-Law empowered 
the owner or owners of the mill property adjacent to: said 
road to build a miJl-dam, flumes and bridges upon the said 
road and authorized them to repair and keep up the said dam, 
flumes and bridges. 


AND WHEREAS the said owner or owners have 
not repaired and kept up the said dam and bridges and it 1s 
expedient and necessary to divert said road in order to save 
the expense necessary to keep up said road and bridges along 
said mill dam. : 


AND WHEREAS printed notices of the intention 
to pass this by-law have been posted up for one month in six 
of the most public places in the immediate neighborhood of 
such road and published weekly for four successive weeks in 
the Waterford Star newspaper, published in the village of 
Waterford, there being no newspaper published in the Muni- 
cipality of the township of Townsend. 


Be it therefore enacted by the Municipal Corpora- 
tion of the County of Norfolk. 


No.1—That said By-Law No. 162 of this corporation 
be and the same is hereby repealed. 


No. 2—That said road established by said By-Law 
No. 162 be and the same'is hereby stopped up and closed. ~ 


No. 3—That a road is hereby opened and established 
as part or in lieu of the allowance for road between the Town- 
ship of Tucarora in the County of Brant and the Township of 
Townsend in the County of Norfolk on the lands following 
that is to say; All and Singular that certain parcel or tract 
of land and premises situate, lying and being in the Town- 
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ship of Tuscarora in the County of Brant and Province of 
Ontario, being composed of a part of lots number twenty- 
eight and twenty-nine in the first concession of said township, 
and containing by admeasurement three acres and one 
sixth of an acre,more or less,which said parcel or tract of land 
may be’ more particularly described as follows: 


Commencing ata stone planted in the Northerly 
limit of the road allowance surrendered by the Six Nation 
Indians along the southerly limit of said lots, at a point dis- 
tant one chain and sixteen links, measured easterly along 
said Northerly limit from the iimit between said lots twenty- 
eight and twenty-nine ; thence north sixty-two degrees and 
thirty minutes west along said northerly limit eight chains 
and twenty-six links to a stone set; thence north fifty-four 
degrees and eleven minutes, east three chains and forty-one 
and a quarter links to a stone set; thence north thirty-five 
degrees and forty minutes east three chains and fifty-eight 
and one-quarter links to a stone set; thence south fifty-nine 
degrees and thirty minutes east two chainseand five and one 
half links ; thence south five degrees and twelve minutes east 
seven chains and seventy links, more or less, to the place of 
beginning.
